REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 and 6-15 are presently allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach a receiver antenna system comprising a plurality of 
active, vertical individual antennae each with an electrically-active antenna height adapted to a 
respective received frequency range, wherein in each of the individual antennae, the electrically- 
active antennae height is optimized by an arrangement of conductor portions disposed along a 
vertical length of the antenna wherein one of a plurality of impedance elements is disposed 
between each consecutive pair of conductor portions, and the length of each subsequent 
conductor portion of each individual antenna decreases with increasing distance of the conductor 
portion from a base point located at an open end of the antenna in combination with other 
limitations as recited in claim 1 .
